\ very complete system of marking the 
birds has been devised, and much information 
about the birds’ habits has been gained by 
means of this. The birds are caught in traps 
and small metal number bands are placed on 
their legs. The kind of bird captured the 
date of the capture, and the number of the 
band is entered in the records of the bird 
banding club. Twice every year the accumu 
lated information is sent to Washington 
where it is tabulated and filed with the in 
formation sent by bird banders from all over 
the United States and Alaska 

If a bird that has already been banded is 
captured by another station, the information 
issent to Washington, and is from there relayed 
to the original station, Ifa bird is found dead 
or shot, the metal band generally turns up at 
the offices of the United States Biological 
Survey Bureau. Hence much is being learned 
of the habits of birds in migrating. A song 
sparrow banded at the Andover station was 
found dead in Maryland, and from this and 
similar incidents the migration routes of 
sparrows, ducks, and many sea birds have 
been established 

Many birds are recaptured again at the 
same station. The dates and number of times 
that a bird has “repeated” are all kept on 
file by the local stations. Some of the birds at 
Andover have “repeated”’ almost fifty time 
within the space of a few weeks. The local 
station handled 412 of these repeats last year 

If a bird is absent from the station for a 
period of over three months, it is listed as a 

return,” indicating that it has probably 
migrated to some other part of the country 
and returned to its former locality. The 
Andover station had eight “returns” in 1933 
six of them were tree sparrows, one a chick 
adee, and one a song sparrow 

This makes a total of 923 records of the 
handling of birds. 503 were banded, 412 
“repeated"’ after they were banded, and 
eight ‘‘returned” to the original 
banding after a long sojourn in some 
community 

One of the freaks of the year was that one 
song sparrow, banded in the middle of 
November, did not appear again until the 
middle of March. It is expected that when the 
spring migrations start, the station will be 
able to recapture some birds that have been 
away lor over a year 

The song sparrows led the list of birds 
banded with 120 individuals, slate colored 
juncoes were second with 105, and the white 
throated sparrow and tree sparrows were 
tied for third with 81 each. Probably the 
most interesting birds captured were the 
Lincoln sparrows which were banded last 
May. These birds have been reported in 
Massachusetts on but very few occasions 
and only one Lincoln sparrow had ever been 
banded in this state before the two were 
captured by the intrepid Andover hunters

Circumferential Highway Planned 
through Reading 

READING— Another trafiic artery will be 
put through the town of Reading if the plans 
presented to the Legislative committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs is approved. This calls 
for the constructicn of a highway, part of the 
circumferential highway, which would con 
nect the Worcester and Newburyport Turn 
pikes at an estimated cost of $4,966,000, 

The proposed highway, according to 
present plans, would approach the town 
from Woburn, coming over Mishawum road. 
It would cross South street and pass the] 
Westwood Park development near the 
junction of Pennsylvania avenue and Vir 
ginia road. From there it would fellow Knoll 
wood road to cross Main street and join} 
Cross street. It would proceed to cross Ash 
street and continue into Waketield, probably 
to the boulevard at the head of Lake Quan 
napowitt | 

In presenting the board’s plans te the} 
committee, Mr. Harriman declared ‘The | 
Planning Board recognizes the demands for 
economy, so at the present time only suflic- | 
ient appropriation is sought to lay out plans 
more in detail, providing for the completion | 
of the so-called circumferential highway, 25 
miles of which have already been completed, 
and certain other necessary roadway.” 

Extension of the proposed circumferential 
highway from its present terminus at the 
Worcester turnpike in Wellesley to the New- 
buryport turnpike in Peabody could be done 
a cost of $4,966,000, the committee was 
informed by Mr. Harriman. The extended 
roadway would pass through Newton, West 
Surling- | 
ton, Woburn, Reading, Waketield and Lynn- ; 
field to Peabody and would be constructed as | 
a state highway 

Mr. Harriman explained that such a high 
way would divert traflic from the metropeli 
tan center by providing access to all main 
arteries into Boston without requiring motor

Dr. Cahill said her depart- 
ment is constantly encountering the problem 
of delinquent children whose present status 
can usually be traced to faulty training and 
adjustments in the pre-school or early years 
She explained the way the clinic functions, 
giving first a psychological examination to 
obtain the child’s background, then a per 
formance test to determine the child’s 
muscular co-ordination, Often times “In 
version” is the cause of great difficulty; 
children who have been changed from left to 
right handedness for instance, and also 
reading tests. She said that a child should 
have the mental age of six years and ten 
months to master the beginning of reading 

Dr. Cahill said they were fortunate in 
Lawrence in having a thoroughly trained 
social worker as contact member, who could 
accurately, in most instances, evaluate the 
child’s environment. They have a 
speech worker who diagnoses faulty speech 
habits arising from a variety of causes 
Children are recommended to this clinic from 
a number of sources and in each instance a 
complete diagnosis and helpful recommenda 
tions are given to the person interested in the 
particular child’s welfare. She spoke in a 
general way of the three types of mothers 
who hamper a child’s mental development, 
they were, the over-solicitous mother who 
feeds her child predigested ideas, protects 
him from every difficulty, mourns over her 
separation from the child during school and 
said that such a child is destined from child 
hood to be an unsuccessful man or woman 
Then the neurotic mother who is so malad 
justed herself that she projects her own 
physical difficulties on the child and is never 
really interested in the child’s educational 
program. Then the over-ambiticus mother 
who constantly prods and pushes the child 
through school and he is constantly dis 
couraged.
